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A: we continue to celebrate February 
as Black History Month it is always 
important for us to focus on members of 
our family especially the children. 

Recent data supplied by the 
Children’s Defense Fund revealed that a 
significant number of our kids are being 
raised out side of the nuclear family that 
includes a husband, his wife, and children. 

The reliable consanguineal or extend- 
ed family that includes parents and chil- 
dren co-reside with other members of one 
parent's family is also fading away among 
the Africans American and Black commu- 
nities. About five percent of our Black 
children live with grandparents and just 
over two percent live with other relatives. 

Several studies cited the absence of 
family structure for the social and eco- 
nomic challenges affecting our children.

Our Children Need a ‘family’ 


As many of our children are left with- 
out family support systems, they are often 
face with daunting challenges. 

For example, fewer than 40 percent of 
all Black children live with two parents, 
compared to about 75 percent of White 
children. Over 70 percent of Black babies 
are born to unmarried mothers, more than 
twice the rate for White babies and higher 
than any other racial or ethnic group. 

Black children are more than twice as 
likely as other children to live with neither 
parent, while fifty percent of Black chil- 
dren live with only their mother who in 
most cases cannot afford to maintain the 
children. 

According to the Children’s Defense 
Fund the median income for a Black 
female-headed household with one or 
more children and without a husband pres- 


ent was $22,158, barely above the poverty 
level for a family of three. Almost half of 
Black female-headed households with 
children were poor. 

Low income, unemployment, lack of 
prenatal care, poor health and being unin- 
sured, put young children at high risk of 
entering the ‘cradle to prison pipeline.’ 
Black youth also have the highest unem- 
ployment rate and nearly one in three 
Black high school graduates age 16 to 24 
are unemployed. 

While there are several other issues 
contributing negatively to the social and 
economic well-being of African 
Americans, the absence of the family 
structure has compounded the problems. 

As we celebrate February as Black 
History Month, let us give our children a 
“family.”

New Jersey 
‘Tax Preparer 
Shut Down 


he United States has asked a federal 

court in Camden, N.J., to bar Doris E. 
Baules, who operates D’Vazquez Tax 
Solutions, from preparing tax returns for 
others, the Justice Department announced 
recently. 

According to the government com- 
plaint, Baules continually and improperly 
claimed the Earned Income Tax Credit 
(EITC) on her clients’ returns to enable them 
to receive erroneous tax refunds. The suit 


alleges that the defendant improperly 


increases their EITC claims. 

The Internal Revenue Service previous- 
ly conducted an investigation into the tax 
returns that Baules prepared for the 2009 tax 
year, and assessed $12,500 in return prepar- 
er penalties against her because she failed to 
exercise due diligence in determining 
whether her clients were entitled to the 
EITC.

The USPTO investigation revealed 
that a radio personality has been using the 
name for many years and requested that 
Annakie clarify whether the name 
‘Ragashanti.’ identifies a particular living 
individual and, if so, provide a written con- 
sent from this individual. 

Annakie was unable to meet the con- 
dition of USPTO. However, days after 
(February 14, 2013) the website, 
WwWww.jamaicangroupiemet.com revealed 
that he was in the process of registering 
*Ragashanti,’ Annakie filed a “Request for 
Express Abandonment” of name 
*Ragashanti.’ 

Stewart insisted that he was never 
aware that Annakie was attempting to 
trademark his name. “For years now I 
trademarked my name in Jamaica with the 
Jamaica Intellectual Propert Office (JIPO), 
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and I simply did not get around to doing 
the same here in the US. I would never 
give, Mr. Annakie (or anyone else) permis- 
sion to trademark my name and doing so 
would be absolutely absurd,” Stewart adds. 

He said the “six month radio ban” as 
outlined in his contract with Annakie is not 
enforceable as the “law does not allow 
Squeeze to prevent me from immediately 
making a living including pay my bills and 
taxes as a broadcaster in the New York tri- 
State area.” 

Commenting on his_ professional 
career, Stewart said, “at the moment I’m 
very focused on developing my entertain- 
ment web site mixupyaad.com and other 
projects. 

Stewart also disclosed that he resigned 
six weeks before his contract would have 
ended as “I just couldn’t bear anymore of 
Squeeze’s unrelenting attempts to own and 


control me. Di man come een like silva 
ticks inna cow back, him jus waan suck 
yuh out soh!! And I’m not attracted to the 
option of having Squeeze suck me.” 

Annakie ignored several attempts by 
Street Hype to have his comments, howev- 
er in one of his Facebook postings he said 
that it was a “standard practice for him to 
trademark the names or brands connected 
to his company.” 

In an email to Stewart (Feb 12) 
Annakie wrote, “Big man ting, sometime 
you just have to listen and then tell mi f...k 
off....[ mean no ill...and that’s my word 
on my kids. I never said anything to harm 
you and will not, if there is something u 
don’t like a phone call always fix things, 
but jumping the gun just mek it bad for 
everyone. I have been receiving calls to be 
nasty and I refuse to. A lot of people like 
and dislike you and I the same. It’s just not

Caribbean ‘Teachers Still 
Awaiting Green Cards

()\" sixteen dozen Caribbean-born 
teachers, recruited by the New York 
City Board of Education ten years ago to 
teach in public schools in the Big Apple, 
are still in legal limbo in the system — 
unable to secure green cards, News 
Americas Now has learned. 

According to Kira Shepherd, of The 
Black Institute, while some 500 Caribbean 
teachers recruited by NYC have finally 
secured permanent residency status fol- 
lowing more than a decade of waiting, 200 
more are still awaiting the adjustment of 
Status. 

Most are from Jamaica — some 111 — 
followed by 39 from Guyana and 20 from 
Trinidad & Tobago. Thirteen are from the 
Dominican Republic; 8 from Barbados; 6 
from St. Lucia; 3 from St. Vincent & the 
Grenadines and one each from _ the 
Bahamas, Cayman Islands, Dominica. 

Yasmin Bailey-Stewart, a Jamaican- 
born teacher in a Brooklyn, NY school, is 
one of several whose papers are in process 
mode. She is waiting on her green card 
after selling everything and moving to the 
U.S. with a H1-B visa after being recruit- 
ed in her native land. 

Bailey-Stewart told NAN it’s a night- 
mare she lives daily, especially because of 
the toll the immigration woes has had on 
her son. He has now aged out of the immi- 
gration sponsorship category because of 
the lengthy delay in his mother securing a 
green card. As a result, his only option 
now is to obtain residency through a com- 
prehensive immigration reform bill. 

“It has been a horror story for us as 
middle class professionals,” said Bailey- 
Stewart. “You are made criminal because 
of the situation you are forced into and 
some teachers have even gotten fired leav- 
ing them now undocumented in the system 
as well and completely dependent on 
friends and family for support.” 

Data provided to NAN from the Black 


Institute and culled from them through the 
Board of Ed. shows 213 teachers are now 
waiting on their green cards. 

However, Caribbean teachers make 
up 61.5 percent of all teachers who have 
achieved permanent residency to date. 

The NYC Board of Education did not 
respond to NAN’s requests for comments 
as of press time, Thursday, Feb. 14th. 
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The attorney handling the cases in an 
email to NAN said the issue is “a national 
problem with processing times for perma- 
nent residence. Hopefully, this will be cor- 
rected with the passage of Comprehensive 
Immigration Reform legislation later this 
Spring,” she added.

Former Queens 
Senator to Plead 
Guilty to Corruption 


QUEENS: 

ormer New York Senator Shirley L. 

Huntley has pleaded guilty recently 
to Tampering with Physical Evidence, an 
E Felony, for falsifying evidence in an 
effort to obstruct the investigation into 
the theft of a grant she sponsored for a 
sham non-profit entity, the Parent 
Workshop.

As part of their Joint Task Force on 
Public Integrity, the Offices of the Attorney 
General and State Comptroller previously 
indicted then-Senator Huntley and three 
individuals associated with the Parent 
Workshop, Inc., a nonprofit set up by for- 
mer Senator Huntley that funneled member 
item funds intended to benefit the public to 
the senator’s aide and to the senator's niece. 

According to the state’s indictment, 
the president and treasurer of the Parent 
Workshop submitted fraudulent documents 
to New York State to obtain public money 
from a legislative member item sponsored 
by then-Senator Huntley. 

Instead of providing the promised pro- 
grams, the two defendants pocketed 
approximately $29,950. Huntley, who cre- 
ated the sham nonprofit and earmarked a 
member item grant to the entity, was 
charged with falsifying evidence in an 
attempt to obstruct the investigation into 
this theft. 

An ongoing investigation into the theft 
revealed that, after learning of the probe 
into her grant to the Parent Workshop, 
then-Senator Huntley created a handwritten 
template for a false, backdated letter 
designed to fool investigators into believ- 
ing that the Parent Workshop had conduct- 
ed workshops, when in fact no such work- 
shops were ever conducted. 

This letter was submitted to Attorney 
General Schneiderman's Office in response 
to a subpoena issued to the Parent 
Workshop. As part of her plea, Huntley 
admitted her role in this cover-up. 

“Tt is unconscionable that an elected 
official would deliberately tamper with a 
law enforcement investigation into the theft 
of taxpayer dollars," Attorney General 
Schneiderman said. “Former Senator 
Huntley betrayed the trust of her con- 
stituents and her public duty,” Comptroller 
DiNapoli said. 

In cooperation with federal partners, 
and in light of the fact that Huntley faces an 
18-24 month prison sentence, prosecutors 
recommended a sentence of five years pro- 
bation in exchange for her felony guilty 
plea.

ST. GEORGE’S, Grenada: 
r. Keith Mitchell, the leader of the 
New National Party has been sworn 
in as Prime Minister of Grenada, follow- 
ing his party’s landslide victory. 
Mitchell, becomes the island-nation’s 
ninth prime minister since attainting polit- 
ical independence from Britain in 1974. 
Mitchell had previously served as 
prime minister for 13 years prior to 2008 
when his New National Party was defeat- 
ed by an 11-4 margin by the National 
Democratic Congress of Tillman Thomas. 
Dr. Mitchell’s message to the country 
after he took the oath of office adminis- 
tered by Governor General Sir Carlyle 
Glean, indicated that his first priority 
would be to unite the country and deal 
with pressing economic issues. 
Meanwhile, former prime minister, 
Tillman Thomas, has said that he will be 
stepping down as leader of the National 
Democratic Congress and work with any 
leader chosen by the party.

Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez 
has suffered new complications after a 
cancer operation in Cuba. 

In a televised address from Cuba, 
Venezuela's Vice-President Nicolas 
Maduro said Mr. Chavez continued to be 
in a delicate state. 

Maduro did not give details about 
Mr. Chavez's condition but said the lat- 
est complications were connected to the 
persistent respiratory infection. 

Maduro, appearing solemn, spoke 
alongside Mr. Chavez's eldest daughter 
and Venezuelan Attorney-General Cilia 
Flores. 

The vice-president said he would 
remain in Havana but did not specify 
how long.

he Government has set a collection 

target of J$15.9 billion from the rev- 
enue measures which were announced 
Tuesday by Dr. Peter Phillips, Minister of 
Finance. They include an adjustment to 
the education tax and property tax. 

Some of the increases will take effect 
as early as March 1. The revenue meas- 
ures include an increase in the education 
tax. It will go up by 0.5 per cent for 
employers and 0.25 per cent for employ- 
ees. 

The measures include, among other 
things, what is described as a Telephone 
Call Tax (TCT) as part of the General 
Consumption Tax (GCT) base. 

This will include telephone calls in 
the taxable base for the purpose of calcu- 
lating GCT. This measure is expected to 
yield J$1.3 billion in revenue. Also provi- 
sions will be made for an increase on pre- 
paid vouchers. This will affect persons 
who purchase phone cards at the whole- 
sale rate. Buyers are currently taxed on a 
discounted rate but with the new measure 
they will pay the full rate. This will result 
in J$200 million going into the 
Government's coffers. 

There will also be an increase in 
taxes and fees paid at the ports. The envi- 
ronmental levy, customs user and customs 
administration fees will also be adjusted. 
The measures will be implemented on 
March 1. 

Property tax will also be adjusted as 
well as the stamp duty and transfer tax for 
property. The stamp duty is to increase by 
4 per cent while transfer tax will go up by 
> per cent. 

Other taxes introduced are those to be 
imposed on the gaming sector with all of 
the popular games such as Lotto, Super 
Lotto and Cash Pot included in the new 
tax rates. This measure is expected to 
yield J$1.5 billion dollars and is to be 
implemented on April 1. 

The tax measures, however, did not 
go down well with the Opposition which 
walked out of Parliament following the 
Finance Minister's presentation. 


DLP retains 
power in Barbados 


CMC - Barbadian voters kept with tradi- 
tion and provided the incumbent party 
with a second consecutive term in power 
following a nerve jangling general elec- 
tions here on Thursday. 

According to the preliminary results, 
the Democratic Labour Party (DLP) won 
16 of the 30 seats in the elections with the 
remainder going to the main opposition 
Barbados Labour Party (BLP). 

The results are in mark contradiction 
to opinion polls that had predicted that the 
BLP led by former prime minister Owen 
Arthur as many as 20 seats, while the DLP 
would have gained 13 seats at most.

US Peace Corps 
phasing out 


Caribbean operations 


BASSETERRE, St. Kitts (CMC): 

he United States Peace Corps says it is 

phasing out its operations in St Kitts & 
Nevis, and Antigua & Barbuda after five 
decades of successfully meeting the their 
needs for trained people in education, 
health, agriculture, environment, youth and 
development, and community economic 
development. 

According to a statement released in 
Washington, the Peace Corps programmes 
in these Eastern Caribbean countries “have 
been extraordinarily successful by achiev- 
ing development and cultural exchange 
goals such as empowering local youth’.

Volunteers in St Kitts and Nevis 
worked in the sectors of youth develop- 
ment, institutional development, small 
business development and HIV/AIDS pre- 
vention, and as Peace Corps Response vol- 
unteers, while those in Antigua and 
Barbuda worked in youth development and 
as Peace Corps Response volunteers. 

“Long after the last volunteer’s depar- 
ture, the most essential component of these 
nations’ cooperation with the United States 
will remain in the fellowship between 
Peace Corps volunteers and their Eastern 
Caribbean host families, colleagues and 
friends,” the statement said.

Entering Your Home 

& Unlawful Eviction 
In general in New York City, a land- 
lord may only enter a tenant’s apart- 
ment for three reasons: emergency 
repairs, non-emergency repairs or 
improvements, andapartment inspec- 
tions. Emergency repair requires no 
advance notice to the tenant. 

However, access for non-emer- 
gency repairs and improvements 
requires a minimum of one week’s 
advance written notice, and access for 
inspection requires a minimum of 24 
hours advance written notice. 

A landlord may not evict a tenant 
from his or her apartment without a 
proper warrant of eviction. If the 
landlord changes the locks to your 
apartment and does not provide you 
with a new key, it is considered an 
unlawful eviction and should be 
reported to your local police precinct 
or brought to the New York City 
Housing Court. 


Reporting a Problem 
in Your Apartment 
New York City tenants are entitled to 
safe, decent housing. Their landlords, 
in turn, are required by law to provide 
the basic essential services that ten- 
ants need to live comfortably. If a 
landlord fails to provide such services 
or to repair poor living conditions, a 
tenant may report the problem to the 
City's Citizen Service Center by call- 
ing 311 (311 can be accessed outside 
of New York City by dialing (212) 
NEW YORK). For the hearing 
impaired, the TTY number is (212) 504- 
4115. The Center is open 24-hours a day, 
seven days a week.

Woman Pleads Guilty to 


Smuggling Cash to Jamaica 


BALTIMORE: 

ean Brown, 41, of Catonsville, 

Md., pleaded guilty on Wednesday 
to bulk cash smuggling after an 
investigation led by the U.S. Imm- 
igration and Customs Enforcement 
(ICE) Office of Homeland Security 
Investigations. 

The guilty plea was announced 
by U.S. Attorney for the District of 
Maryland Rod J. Rosenstein and 
William Winter, special agent in 
charge of ICE HSI in Baltimore. 

According to Brown's plea 
agreement, shortly before Dec. 25, 
2008, Brown gave three other indi- 
viduals a total of $562,190 in cash to 
conceal in their luggage before 
boarding a flight to Montego Bay, 
Jamaica. Brown provided the plane 
tickets, and instructed the individuals 
not to declare the cash in customs 
and to deliver the money to Brown's 
family who would meet them in the 


airport in Jamaica. 

On Dec. 25, 2008, Brown drove 
the individuals to the Baltimore- 
Washington International Airport 
where they boarded their flight to 
Jamaica. 

Before leaving the United States 
from Maryland, none of the individ- 
uals declared that they were carrying 
more than $10,000, as required by 
federal law. When the flight arrived 
in Jamaica, the individuals presented 
their Jamaican Customs declaration 
form in which they failed to declare 
the money to Jamaican Customs. 

The form states that if a traveler 
is carrying more than $10,000 in U.S. 
currency, the traveler must declare 
the money prior to gaining entry into 
the country. Jamaican customs offi- 
cers discovered the money in the 
individuals' luggage, divided among 
the individuals as follows: $148,275; 
$270,290; and $143,625.

He cries a lot 
for no reason 


Dear Karen, 

Me three-year old son is very moody. 
He cries a lot for no reason and 

prefers to be alone rather than play with his 

brother and cousins. His doctor says it’s 

just a stage and he should grow out of it 

soon. Should I worry? 

-Concerned parent from Brooklyn 


Dear concerned parent, 

Although it’s not unusual for children to 
feel down in the dumps, most people 
assume that pre-schoolers are too young to 
be depressed. However, research shows 
that clinical depression could occur at any 
age. 

Depression usually remains under- 
diagnosed among children because its 
symptoms are not concrete. Here are some 
signs to look for: 
eLack of enthusiasm or motivation 
eIncreased agitation and irritability 
eChronic fatigue and lack of energy 
eWithdrawal from family, friends, 
and activities 
eChanges in eating and sleeping habits 
eMajor developmental delays in toddlers 
ePlay that involves harm to self and others 

To distinguish between mood swings 
and depression, you have to determine the 
duration of depressive behavior. For exam- 
ple, your child might experience some of 
these symptoms for a day or two, and in 
this case, he is probably not depressed. 

But if he displays symptoms for more 
than 2 weeks, seek medical attention 
through consultations with a mental health 
specialist and your child’s physician. To be 
Classified as clinically depressed, your 
child must show these signs for an average 
of 7 to 9 months.

n 1917, The New York State 

Assembly elected its first 
African-American legislator, 
Assemblyman Edward A. 
Johnson, a man born into slavery 
in North Carolina. 

Twenty years later in 1937, 
Assemblyman Oscar Garcia 
Rivera was the first American of 
Puerto Rican heritage to be elect- 
ed in the State Assembly. 

One hundred and six years 
later the illustrious rich history of 
these two men, is honored every 
second weekend of February 
(President's Weekend) in Albany, 
known as the NYS Black, Puerto 
Rican, Hispanic and Asian 
Legislative Caucus. 

The long weekend event is 
set to promote, discuss, enrich 
and empower the lives of New 
Yorkers State wide.

Rican Legislators, Inc. (NYS- 
ABPRL) was founded by legisla- 
tive caucus members as a non- 
political, charitable organization, 
incorporated under section 402 
of the New York Not-for-Profit 
Inco-rporation Law on October 
11, 1985. 

The dynamics of this event 
however changed when a small 
but effective group of youth by 
the name of Bronx Youth 
Empowerment Program (YEP) 
founded by City Councilmember 
Andy King of the 12th District, 
began going to the Caucus seek- 
ing enlightenment. This past 
weekend, the mark has been set 
high as Bronx YEP hosted their 
very own reception at caucus 
weekend. This will become as 
historic as the Caucus itself; prior 
to YEP’s participation, no other 
youth group has ever gone to the 
Caucus seeking knowledge and 
enlightenment. The reception 
was sponsored by the Bronx 


Youth Empowerment Program 
and UFT. 

The group discussed the 
importance of political, econom- 
ic and social programs that not 
only affect the overall communi- 
ty, but the YOUTH in our com- 
munities.

Ss Se bred me, 








Report Gives High 
Marks To City's 
Charter Schools 


he city's charter schools 

are getting some high 
marks from researchers on the 
west coast. 

A new report from 
Stanford University says about 
63) percent “of “the -charter 
schools studied outperformed 
traditional public schools, 
while about 14 percent per- 
formed worse. 

The researchers also 
looked at the amount students 
learned during the year. 

In reading, students in 
New York's charter schools 
advanced by an additional 
month of learning and an addi- 
tional five months in math. 

The study also showed 
that students achieve more in 
math in their first year at char- 
ter schools. 

A national study from 
2009 had different results, say- 
ing first-year charter-school 
students struggled in both 
reading and math, but 
improved in following years. 

There are now more than 
100 charter schools across the 
city. 


New Teacher 
Evaluation 
System 


he Cuomo administration 

announced on Wednesday 
that the state education com- 
missioner is prepared to set a 
new teacher evaluation system 
for city public school educa- 
tors by June 1, if city officials 
and the teachers union cannot 
reach an agreement by then. 

Larry Schwartz, a senior 
advisor to Governor Andrew 
Cuomo, told Albany reporters 
that the governor is introduc- 
ing a bill that would have St- 
ate Education Commissioner 
John King choose a plan that 
falls with guidelines passed by 
the governor and the state 
Legislature. 

The governor said 
Wednesday that he wants to 
give the state the ability to 
step in by June | in order to 
get the new system up and 
running by September, and 
that the newest deadline 
would be written into law 
through a budget amendment. 

He said that it would give 
the State Education Depart- 
ment the power in perpetuity 
to step in and impose a teacher 
evaluation system on the city. 
"This is in perpetuity. Any 
year that New York City and 
New York City school district 
does not have a plan in place, 
then SED would come in and 
put the plan in place," Cuomo 
said.

Hacker says security flaw let 
him access any Facebook profile

he social network recently 

fixed a bug discovered by a 
developer who demonstrated 
how the loophole let him take 
over other people's accounts. 

A security hacker recently 
found a flaw in a Facebook sys- 
tem that allowed developers to 
access anyone's Facebook 
account through app _ permis- 
sions. 

Though Facebook has fixed 
this issue, Nir Goldshlager, a 
Web application security special- 
ist who looks for these types of 
flaws professionally, found more 
app authorization bugs that need 
fixing, according to his blog. App

"I found a couple more 
OAuth flaws in Facebook, just 
waiting for a fix to post about it," 
Goldshlager wrote in his blog, 
where he detailed his findings. 

Facebook wouldn't comment 
on what other flaws Goldshlager 
may have found but did say the 
original bug he detected had not 
been taken advantage of by actu- 
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al Facebook developers. The 
company didn't say when 
Goldshlager reported the flaw. 

"We applaud the security 
researcher who brought this issue 
to our attention and for responsi- 
bly reporting the bug to our 
White Hat Program. We worked 
with the team to make sure we 
understood the full scope of the 
vulnerability, which allowed us 
to fix it without any evidence that 
this bug was exploited in the 
wild," a Facebook representative 
wrote in an e-mail to CNET. 
"Due to the responsible reporting 
of this issue to Facebook, we 
have no evidence that users were 
impacted by this bug.

Relationships Equal Quality Care

Briere has taught us that infants and 
toddlers thrive in a loving caring envi- 
ronment. Research and experience has also 
taught us that the adults who care for 
infants and toddlers must have healthy rela- 
tionships with each other. 

When care givers and families gather 
in celebration children get the message “I 
belong here and I am being celebrated”. 
This is true for families when a new child 
arrives. 

Research has shown that stress has 
with families for example: (the birth of a 
child, changing or loosing employment can 
greatly affect infants/toddlers. As a care 
giver you should make an effort to have 
positive emotions. 

A care giver is defined as the adults 
who are responsible for giving care to chil- 
dren. This can be parents, grandparents, 
foster parent, childcare program, family 
members, after school program ,group 
homes etc. 

Think back to your early years as you 
reflect on the adults that had positive rela- 
tionships with you, it may be your grand- 
mother who told you family stories, it may 
be your dad who read you a stories, and it 
may be an older sibling who always had 
your back. 

Maybe your earliest memories may not 
be so pleasant. You may have been cared 
for but did not feel the adults cared about 
you? Many of us as we reflect on our early 
relationships with adults, we may remem- 
ber good relationships and poor relation- 
ships. 

One-third of all children entering fos- 
ter care are zero to three years of age, and 
15 percent are babies under age one. Many 
are removed from their parents and are 
placed in foster homes because the court 
decided that it is not safe for the child to be 





at home. Many of these infants and toddlers 
do not experience healthy relationships and 
as a result will suffer emotional trauma as a 
result of forced separation. The effects will 
be played out in pre- kindergarten settings. 
Many times these damages go un-repair 
and stay with the child into their adult 
years. The infant/toddler years are the roots 
of socialization. 

In 2000, 55 % of mothers with infants 
were in the labor force. In 2001, 61 % of all 
children participated in some sort of non- 
parental care. 

Many children are cared for by adults 
outside their home who are not related to 
them. It is crucial that adults who care for 
infants and toddlers both in childcare set- 
tings and at home provide a nurturing and 
safe environment for them. 

When adults are hostile with each 
other it affects the way the infants/toddlers 
interpret the world, they will see the world 
as being hostile and will behave that way. 
Infants/toddlers will think all adults will be 
hostile toward them. 

Your home and your care giving space 
is areflection of the world. The experiences 
that you give infants/toddlers help them to 
begin their interpretation of the world and 
also defining who they are and how they 
fit .Adult relationships have a major impact 
on children’s lives.

Recentl when I'm upset about something, 
I have been snapping my wrists with rub- 
ber bands.

The first step in resolving a problem is 
recognizing you have one and that you 
need help. You have done that. I have 





heard from other young people that 
they're embarrassed, ashamed or scared to 
tell their parents they have a problem 
because they're afraid their parents will 
become upset or angry. This is wrong. 
Parents may react -- but only out of con- 
cern. 

Snapping a rubber band is a tech- 
nique some people use to stop a bad habit 
-- like smoking. You, however, appear to 
be using it as a way of not dealing with 
your emotions. The marks on your wrists 
may be caused because the rubber bands 
are so tight they are cutting off your cir- 
culation. 

There is a reason you are trying to 
distract yourself with pain, and it's impor- 
tant that you find out what it is so your 
behavior doesn't escalate. A licensed men- 
tal health professional can help you 
quickly get to the root of your problem, 
and telling your parents what's going on is 
the fastest way to get that help.

touch and show you are listening and eager to 
keep the lines of communication open. For 
example, follow up with a customer after a 
sale to prove to your customers that you want 
to hear from them.
